Utilities, City Act 
To Remove Poles 


Sierra Madre's PE Depot was relegated to past memories Tues¬ 
day evening when City Councilmen voted permission lor the 
Businessmen's Association to remove or dismantle the structure 
from its present site. 

Presumably, the association immediately will start dismantling 
the building to clear the Ker- 
sting Court triangle for future 
development, unless the Lions 
Club can offer a feasible plan 
for moving it to city property 
by next Monday evening. 

Carl Peterson, representing 
the Lions Club, stopped the 
council’s vote with a plea to 
let his 'group move the old sta¬ 
tion intact to the city water 
grounds for use by Sierra Ma- 
dre’s Sea Scouts. 

The council’s action Tuesday 
merely said the "removal or 
dismantling” must be done at 
no city expense, provided then 
is no liability and that ordi 
nances of the city are observed. 

That was the "joker” in the 
problem so far as the Lions are 
concerned. Several of the coun¬ 
cilmen and Director of Public 
Works Glen B. Watson express¬ 
ed the opinion that it would 
be too costly and impractical 
to bring the ancient structure 
up to present city building code 
regulations. 

“The depot can be moved, 
but it apparently can’t be 
placed anywhere else in Sierra 
Madre as it is now,” stated 
Councilman Henry Korsmeier. 

“It wouldn’t meet the building 
code even as a private struc¬ 
ture, and certainly the require¬ 
ments for buildings to be used 
by youth organizations are 
even more stringent,” he said. 

Mr. Peterson remarked that 
the station building has stood 
on the main corner of town for 
many years and could not be 
in too dangerous a condition. 

He said the Sea Scouts (spon¬ 
sored by the Lions) "desper¬ 
ately” need a meeting place, 
and indicated that the club 
probably would be willing to 
supply volunteer labor and

Sierra Madre’s local appeal 
was renewed this week as the 
national quota for American 
Red Cross aid to the Kansas 
flood area was nearly doubled. 

Because of a doubling of the 
estimated expenditures in help¬ 
ing families in the devastated 
area, ARC officials say more 
than $9,000,000 must now be 
raised. The original goal was 
$5,000,000.

By late Monday after¬ 
noon, $310 had been raised. 

Mrs. Florence Peterson, ex¬ 
ecutive secretary of the chap¬ 
ter, urged Sierra Madreans to 
follow the fund slogan, “Give 
a disaster dollar to meet hu¬ 
man needs.” 

R. C. Lewis, chapter chair¬ 
man, said it was “hoped” the 
rest of the needed money could 
be donated without having to 
start a soliciting campaign. 

As food for thought for local 
residents, Mrs. Peterson point¬ 
ed out that 2360 homes have 
been destroyed in the flood.

This letter from the Sierra Madre Businessmen's Association 
was received by the City Council Tuesday night and expresses 
much of the background in the depot-triangle planning. It also 
tells of the formation of the association's triangle development 
committee, headed by Harold Roberts. Complete text of the 
letter follows: 

Sierra Madre City Council, 

Gentlemen: 

We who are in business in Sierra Madre are, for obvious rea¬ 
sons, most vitally concerned with the development of the down¬ 
town area and particularly the triangle at the intersection of 
Sierra Madre and Baldwin Avenue which is presently occupied 
by the old Pacific Electric station. 

Our interest is heightened by the fact that beyond the $3000 
already voted by your body for the work covered by Mr. C. 
Jacques Hahn’s basic plan, the cost of a building and/or other 
improvements will have to be borne largely by Sierra Madre’s 
business men and women. 

During the past year many public-spirited citizens have given 
unselfishly of their time and their resources in laying the founda¬ 
tion for the development of the Pacific Electric triangle. They 
have worked as individuals and they have worked in groups. 
Their contribution has been great, and certainly it is not the 
intention of the Association to take away from them one iota of 
the credit to which they are rightfully due. 

A1 Morgan, then president of the Chamber of Commerce; Ralph 
(Pappy) Welch of the Lions Club; and Mrs. Lucile Eaton of the 
Garden Club were all backed by their organizations in planning 
for the artistic and utilitarian development of the Pacific Electric 
triangle. A1 Morgan was responsible for initiating the project. 
"Jack” Hahn, landscape architect and founder of the Garden 
Club, with his fine engineering plans and layouts probably made 
the greatest individual contribution of time and work. Manuel

Are Alcoholics a “chosen” people? Startling as the question 
may seem, listen to this. Fulton Ousler, former Editor of Liberty 
Magazine, and author of “The Life of Christ,” has this to say: 

"Alcoholics are the most charming people I have ever met. I have 
talked to many of the world’s greatest leaders . . . heads of na¬ 
tions and heads of religions 
. . . and of them all, Alcoholics 
who are making a success of 
staying sober are by far the 
most interesting, most gentle, 
most understanding . . . almost 
God-like in their outlook on 
life. It would seem as though 
they are a chosen people." 

Mr. Ousler refers, of course, 
to those Alcoholics who have 
become rehabilitated and set 
upon the right path toward 
usefulness and respectability 
again through following the 
program of that great Alcoholic 
fellowship which chooses to re¬ 
main Anonymous. It has been 
quite some time since I read 
Fulton Ousler’s article, but the 
challenge it raises has become 
ever more deeply embedded in 
:ny mind. 

Are Alcoholics really a cho¬ 
sen people? 

Having gone through a ma¬ 
jor portion of my own life as 
a heavy drinker, and having 
been given the opportunity to 
embrace and develop a new 
v ay of life through the Anony¬ 
mous program, I can readily 
understand the prompting of 
Mr. Ousler's remark. But the 
Question, itself, certainly does 
merit careful attention. 

Searching examination, con¬ 
templation of the underlying 
thought-processes, and an an¬ 
alysis of suggested “steps to 
recovery” of the Alcoholic’s 
program, revealed a startling 
fact: that the Anonymous Fel¬ 
lowship as a whole, their “pro¬ 
cessing” in its entirety, was. 
in itself, but a step ... A step 
toward self-realization of Spir¬ 
itual Truth. 

So the answer to Fulton 
Ousler’s question is both ‘yes’’ 
and “no”. Yes, Alcoholics are 
a chosen people, in that their 
Anonymous fellowship is the 
first and only organized op¬ 
portunity ever offered to any 
portion of mankind, based 
upon Absolute Truth, which is 
concerned . . . not with any 
kind of "happy hereafter” . . .

Such a project, however, 
must have its inception in a 
more modest way ... a way 
in which the management and 
editor of the Sierra Madre 
NEWS generously have offered 
their aid. 

In all respects, it is very fit¬ 
ting and proper that our city 
of Sierra Madre should be the 
home, the originating point of 
this worthy effort, inasmuch 
as we are the only communi¬ 
ty of like size in southern Cal¬ 
ifornia, perhaps in the whole 
nation, which does not have a 
“group” of the Alcoholic’s fel¬ 
lowship. 

As a beginning, here is what 
I propose.

Sierra Madre’s city judge, 
John C, Mead, has been assign¬ 
ed to Pasadena municipal 
court until Ocl.

“It was the worst beating I ever took in all my life,” said Fred 
LaLone in describing the torturous rescue and descent last week 
with the injured Pasadena hiker, Walter Weirich. 

Mr. LaLone, whose mountain-climbing abilities make his friends 
fondly describe him as a “human mountain goat,” lost 11 pounds 
during the 4'a hours of the ac¬ 
tual rescue operation. 

"It was just one cliff after 
another,” the Sierra Madre Post 
Office employee related. Mr. 

LaLone reportedly refused to 
surrender to anyone the re¬ 
sponsibility of carrying the 
front end of the stretcher and 
its precious cargo. 

"Most of the other men of the 
rescue party had been search¬ 
ing all day and were tired,” he 
explained. “I was still fairly 
fresh and, for fear of having 
an accident, I stayed on the 
front.” 

Mr. LaLone said U. S. Forest 
Service Patrolman Rupert Pole 
and Leslie McCloud, former pa¬ 
trolman in this area, made the 
perilous trip much easier by 
clearing away the brush ahead 
of the stretcher-bearers. 

The veteran outdoorsman also 
paid tribute to Fr. Isadore 
O’Reilly, C.P., of the Mater Do¬ 
lorosa Retreat House, who

limited cash to install a con¬ 
crete slab, toilets, and other¬ 
wise bring the building up to 
standards. 

At this point, Mayor William 
A. Kinney asked: 

“You realize that the build¬ 
ing (city-owned) could not be 
used exclusively by the Sea 
Scouts or by any one organiza¬ 
tion?” 

Mr. Peterson replied that the 
entire Lions Club realized that 
and would not expect sole 
rights. 

The councilmen suggested 
that Mr. Peterson check with 
Mr. Watson and Building In¬ 
spector William Lees to see if 
the depot could be brought up 
to city standards. 

“If it can meet the city ordi¬ 
nances, you can ask the Coun¬ 
cil Monday night for a decision 
on placing it on the water 
grounds,” Mayor Kinney said. 

Although the mayor indicat¬ 
ed that he would favor allow¬ 
ing the structure to be moved 
there “if we can spare that 
much land,” at least one coun¬ 
cilman said he would oppose it. 

“I’m ready to vote on the 
matter now,” said Councilman 
Noren Eaton. "... There’s al- 
reaready been too much en¬ 
croachment on the water 
grounds. Too many activities 
are being placed there with no 
overall plan. And, thirdly, the 
depot building is completely 
inadequate and not worth mov¬ 
ing.” 

Councilman Lawrence Wash¬ 
burn said "at this point his 
vote would be a ‘pass’,” since 
he hasn’t enough information 
yet. 

The mayor suggested, how¬ 
ever, that the Lions Club “take 
a look” at other city-owned 
land as possible sites for a re¬ 
modeled building. He singled 
out the lot next to the city park 
and Bailey Canyon as possi¬ 
bilities. 

After hearing views on con¬ 
structing toilets as a part of 
the Kersting Court develop¬ 
ment, the council voted not to 
provide sewer laterals. The pre¬ 
dominant opinion of citizens 
present was that the toilets 
would be undesirable and a 
menace. 

Harold Roberts and Harold 
Stein, representing the Busi- * 
nessmen’s Association, pledged 
their group’s cooperation with 
the Lions Club by waiting till - 
Monday night to see if the de¬ 
pot should be moved intact. 

To speed up city action in 
constructing retaining walls 
and walkways for the triangle

de la Torre. Lee Shippey, Alfred James Dewey and many, many 
others added something to the promise of beautification. 

However, about a month ago there arose some opposition to 
the retention of the old station building in its present location. 
It had been planned to use the remodeled building as an office 
for the Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce. This person was 
also to act as custodian of art and other exhibits, and was to be 
an available source of information to newcomers and visitors to 
Sierra Madre. Then it became known that the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce could no longer employ a full-time secretary. Thus, if the 
building were to be used as planned, it would be necessary for 
the city to provide a custodian. This appeared to be unfeasible. 

Demands began to be made that if the old building were re¬ 
tained then the walls should be removed and it should be remod¬ 
eled so as to become just an attractive shelter, Spearheaded by 
A. L. Suman, drawings began to appear which called for replace¬ 
ment of the station by a simple, artistic structure to be used 
primarily by persons waiting for a bus. 

In line with this trend of thought, and following two informal 
preliminary meetings of a few business and professional men, 
the Businessmen s Association has formed a committee which 
will bring together a group of fifteen persons from whom all 
sorts of ideas may be expected and by whose executive members 
all proposals will be carefully screened before they are recom¬ 
mended for adoption. 

This committee consists of Harold F. Roberts, chairman; Mrs. 
Maigaret Nash. Sam Psrlof and V. Hall for the business group; 
and C. Jacques Hahn, landscape architect; Manuel de ia Torre', 
builder; and Mae Casoa, architect. Advisers to the committee are 
A. L. Suman, Don Jackson, Ralph Welch, Murray Owen, Peter 
Ward, J. C. Loomis Jr. and Harold Stein. 

To further coordinate the activities of the triangle development 
committee we wish to have added to it a member of the Plan¬ 
ning Commission to act in an advisory capacity. If you have no 
objection, we will ask them to appoint one of their members to 
sit with us. 

We hope you will understand that this committee of the Busi- 
nessmen s Association has no intention of usurping any of the 
prerogatives of your honorably body; that its purpose is solely 
to provide constructive, thoroughly-screened advice and plans for 
an already overworked City Council; and above all, we especially 
hope that because of its carefully chosen personnel and its un¬ 
selfish aims, the committee will merit your official recognition.

Justice will triumph. At least 
it did in this case, Judge John 
C. Mead reported this week. 

Several months ago, a Bennie 
Lopez was sentenced to 30 days 
in jail or $150 on a drunk 
charge in Sierra Madre. Not 
having the $150 and also not 
wishing to languish in jail, 
Lopez offered to work off the 
fine at $5 a day with the city 
street department. 

Judge Mead agreed, but Lo¬ 
pez only worked four or five 
days before staging a disap¬ 
pearing act. The city judge re¬ 
gretfully wrote the case off as 
“one of those things.” 

The other day in Pasadena’s 
municipal court, with Judge 
Mead on the bench, who should 
approach the bar but Lopez— 
again arrested on a drunk 
charge. 

“His mouth sagged almost a 
foot when he saw me presid¬ 
ing,” Judge Mead related. “I 
promptly considered the time 
due Sierra Madre when making 
Lopez’ Pasadena jail sentence.” 

Since his Sierra Madre of¬ 
fense, Lopez had been jailed 
on similar charges in Pasadena 
and Los Angeles, Judge Mead 
said.

Now it comes! KLAC-TV is reported to have settled out of 
court the $800,000 judgment against the station for the al¬ 
leged similarity of its “Wedding Bells" program to radio’s 
"Bride & Groom.” By deciding against an appeal, the station 
opens wide the door for a score of plagiarism suits among 
all stations and networks. 

From a station standpoint, KLAC-TV may have been wise 
to obtain a final high decision on just how much show ideas 
may be protected against infringement. But. Hollywood ob¬ 
servers said today, the no-conlest decision should not be 
allowed by the industry in general because it settles nothing. 

Watch, they said, for possible plagiarism suits against 
many of the top radio and television shows from coast to 
coast. 


Radio’s only attempt to answer television—NBC'S “The Big 
Show”—prepares for another season. Tallulah Bankhead, 
producer-director Doc Englebach, musical director Meredith 
Willson and other top brass are London-bound to prepare for 
the opening show.

Big Show” than last season. This is good news for the hun¬ 
dreds who tried unsuccessfully to get tickets for the few 
stands the show played at Sunset and Vine.

Prop men on the “Meet Corliss Archer” set were stumped 
when the episode called for several fishing poles. Producer 
Helen Mack knew just the place to get them. “At my house,” 
she volunteered. “There are four fisherman in our family— 
my husband, our two sons . . . and me!” . . . Tim Moore, 
Kingfish on TV’s “Amos ’n’ Andy,” likes to entertain offstage 
with tales of his experience as a prizefighter and sparring 
partner for the great Joe Cans. One night before an exhibi¬ 
tion, Gans asked Tim: "Is your girl out there watching?” 
“Yeah,” Moore said. “Okay, ’Ill let you tag me with a couple.’’ 
A few minutes later, Tim found himself sitting on the floor 
of the ring. “I forgot to tell you,” explained Gans later. 
“My girl was out there too.” 


Only sure-fire way to make sportscaster Bill Welsh lose his 
calm is to make a noise like a fire truck. His inveterate fire¬ 
chasing paid off recently when he raced a fire truck out Ven¬ 
tura and was able to help the fireman, who had a short 
crew, drag hose up to a burning house. He proudly showed 
' us the letter of appreciation he later received from the fire 
department.

Patricia Ann Harding, an amateur win¬ 
ner on KTLA’s “Hollywood Opportunity,” was seen by some 
executives at Paramount who were watching the program. 
The result: a contract with the studio.
